This' gentleman whose funeral lias been 


solemnized tvilny, was n native of this city, 
tuouyli lie hus resided away for many years. 
He was connected wiiu some of our oldest 
a-id best known families, and will be re- 
mcmbcied with iulerciit by many of our 
aged citizens, but to those of younger years 
lie wss personally unknown. 


Jn eaily life Mr. Rogers *as engaged in 


c;oin:iicrchl enterprise;, and finding; better 
opportunities for carrying ou busiuess in 
Bost.-.u linn here, be removed to Ihat city 
aud became widely known as art energetic 
and successful business man.In 1812 he was 
eppoinleil purser iu Ihe U. b. Navy, which 
position he filled to the entire acceptance 
of the government and of his fellow officers 
until the J'ear 1836. 
Since then he has re- 


sided in the city of kit adoption, in the full 
enjoyment of Ilie esteem and favorable 
consideration of all who knew him. At the 
time of bis decease he was cighly-seyen 
years of age. 


Mr. Rogers was a gentleman of the old 


school, courtly in his manners, of a quiet 
and unobtrusive lemperament, and kindly 
disposed toward all with whom he came iu 
contact. lie was at Iho tame time a man 
of nerve, and unswerving in his adherence 
to what he icgardcd as right. His alleg 
SDCS to duty was always a ;ruarktu ubarac 
(eristic of his life and gave him mcch ot'th 
prominence which as au officer and a cit 
zen he always enjoyed. 


Mr. Rogers, though for a long time awa 


from us, remembered his native city in th 
distribution of his largo property. 
Deeply 


interested in the cauje of education (he ha 
left Ihomunificem sum o£ one hundred 
thousand dollars to found and maintain the 
llogei-s High School, in Newport, ten thon 
sand of which may be applied to the erec- 
tion of a suitable building, and the interest 
of the remainder lo be used in the payment 
of salaries of teachers.
